In view of the action of Attorn nev-General J. F. Lymburn 
in sending his departmental counsel, W. S. Gray, K.C., to 
Ottawa to oppose attempts by citizens of Alberta to secure 
redress before the Supreme Court of Canada from contempt 
of court convictions improperly imposed, the following recital 
of facts and publication of correspondence, together with 
comments of the eastern press on the case, will be read 
with interest. 

Revelation that Supreme Court judges have the power 
in Alberta to impose fines and imprisonment on contempt 
of court charges without proper trial and without correction 
by the Court of Appeal, came with reports in The Edmonton 
Bulletin of the damage action brought by ex-Mayor Mac- 
Millan of Edson against Premier John Brownlee for the 
seduction of the plaintiff's daughter, Miss Vivian MacMillan. 


Reporters Numbers Are Limited 

The trial judge Mr. Justice Ives, gave orders before the 
trial opened, limiting the number of reporters to be allowed 
within the bar, and instructing that any reporter who left 
the court to file copy was not to be readmitted till the next 
session of the trial. On the second day of the trial his lord- 
ship had the sheriff of Edmonton bring before him Charles 
FE. Campbell, publisher of The Edmonton Bulletin and J. S 
Cowper, staff writer. Without informing them of the details 
of his complaint, and after refusing their counsel, Mr. H. H. 
Parlee, Ki.C. a brief adjournment to obtain particulars and file 
a defence, Mr. Justice Ives found both men guilty of contempt 
of court for publishing and writing reports of the trial. The 
reports were verbatim reports of evidence, taken down in 
shorthand by experts, preceded by “introductions” pointing 
out the highlights of the evidence submitted.
